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EDMONTON LETTER

Edmonton, April 14— Several 
things were more or less proven by 
the sixth session of the eighth legisla- 
ture prorogued with a general sigh of 
relief from all sides April 8th. 

In an age of speed the assembly gets 
slower and slower. No other govern- 
ment has done and probably no other 
government ever will do, so much leg- 
islation tinkering. Political checker- 
playing is being reduced a_ science. 
The verbosity graph is showing a 
sharp upward trend. Increased taxa- 
tion loads are being laid so carefully 
that the taxpayer probably won't real- 
ize what a weight he has in his arms 
until he attempts to get up, control of 
individuals and industries goes on tn- 
checked and almost unchallenged. 
The farmer is fast becoming the for- 
gotten man. No one seems able to do 
anything about creating jobs for the 
jobless. Social credit certainly isn’t a 
system or a plan or a theory— it’s a 
state of mind. 

The assembly was in session over 
eight weeks. Introduced were 115 
bills, a new record. If the number had 
been 15 the people of Alberta as a 
whole probably wouldn't have been 
one whit worse off. Something like a 
million words were used and even the 
press gallery wouldn’t have run short 
of news if three ciphers had _ been 
knocked off the total. Members split 
$130,000 among them Friday morning 
as their reward for 41 days in actual 
session, but the same afternoon hun- 
dreds of unemployed in Edmonton 
marched to the legislative buildings 
and demanded that they be given 
work and wages and that the relief 
minister Dr W. W. Cross, and some of 
his assistants be dismissed. 

However out of the many weeks of 
steady sessioning and caucusing came 
the farm production tax, the wild 
lands tax, themineral lands tax, the 
$22,000,000 budget, the securities tax, 
the new assessment act, new restric- 
tions on debts, and a sixth social cre- 
dit measure within two years with a 
social credit board costing $100,000 
this year where it costs $50,00 in 1937. 

Almost at the last-minute before 
the house prorogued the first report 
of the social credit board was receiv- 
ed but it failed to disclose how the 
$50,000 was expended, or how efforts 
were to be pursued to bring about 
social credit. Banks were blamed for 
blocking attempts to pay dividends, 
the assertion was made that Alber- 
tans should receive $6,000 annually 
each from resources wealth, and fed- 


eral rights of disallowance were at- 
tacked. Dominion officials too were 
censured for not allowing the  five- 


year contract with the R.C.M.P. to be 
broken. Need of a provincial — police 
force was stressed. 

Highlight of the session in the way 
of legislation was the bill to levy a 
tax of seven percent on all farm pro- 
duction. This measure will not be pro- 
claimed until its validity has been de- 
termined by the supreme court, Hon. 
Lucien Maynard, minister of munic- 
ipal affairs, assured the house. He 
contended that the tax would be more 
equitable than the present land tax 
which it is designed to supersede, 
but admitted Liberal leader E. L. 
Gray had strong arguments against 
when Mr Gray said it was not based 
on ability to pay, and therefore un- 
sound, and that it would destroy local 
control of taxation and set up a cen- 
trallzation of taxation powers in the 
hands of the provincial government. 
Much more was said on the question 
pro and con, with only Liberals and 
independents Messrs Chant and 
Hugill voting against the bill. Sup- 
porters maintained that the act would 
more fairly distribute the load of tax- 
ation with those producing providing 
crop insurance for farmers suffering 
crop losses. Liberals protested that 
good farmers would be penalized and 
producers loaded with an unbearable 
burden if required to provide insur- 
ance against drouth, hail, frost and 
pests, 

Gas and oil conservation will be un- 
dertaken by a board of three mem- 
bers with wide powers under a new 
act. Three members are also to be 
named as an advisory board to assist 
the bureau of welfare and relief. A 
proposal from Hon, Lulien Maynard 
to have a special house committee 
consider the question of redistribu- 
tion and cut down house membership 
from 63 to 53 was allowed to die on 
the order paper. A new hail insurance 
board of five members will be named 
four by the government, and a fifth 
upon recommendation of the Alberta 
Assn. of Municipal Districts. The new 
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plan will be along the lines of a mut- 
ual hail insurance scheme, under zon- 
ing regulations. 

Last bill on the sessional list, num- 
ber 115, an act to provide for the can- 
cellation of private Gebts incurred 
prior to July ist, 1936, if no new agree 
ment between débtor and creditor be 
reached before July 1, 1940, almost 
created another constitutional crisis. 
When all was ready for prorogation 
at 11 A. M. Friday, Lieut. Governor 
J C. Bowen required Premier Aber- 
hart to give him the intent of the 
meausre before he agreed to give his 
assent to this and together with an- 
other 45 bills. Nearly 60 bills were 
given royal assent on March 31. 

Amendment of the legislative as- 
sembly act was made to permit Jos. 
Unwin, Edson, to draw his $2,000 in- 
demnity. Mr Unwin was in Fort Sask- 
atchewan jail during the greater part 
of teh session and would ordinarily 
have been entitled to only $10 a day 
for the days he did attend after his 
release when half of a three month's 
term had been served. 

Government members staged a full 
dress debate to put their majority on 
record as opposed to any B.N. A. act 
change for the purpose of initiating 
any national scheme of unemploy- 
ment insurance. 

Government supporters also agreed 
on a resolution that investigation 
should be made as to the legality of 
a government-sponsored scheme __ for 
sweepstakes for hospital purposes. 
During the session six bills to incor- 
porate Hutterite colonies were killed, 
as was a bill to incorporate an Ed- 
monton stock exlhange. Three gov- 
ernment bills were dropped. 

Government blue-pledge members 
returned to Edmonton Monday for a 
two day caucus, said to be specially 
called to complete plans for a social 
credit invasion of Saskatchewan in 
the coming general election campaign 
in that province. Between thirty and 
forty members are expected to be as- 
signed to definite areas for campaign 
purposes, and Premier Aberbart is 
said to be due to speak at seven prin- 
cipal points later on. The Alberta 
Socical Credit Board is reported to 
be in general charge of the invasion 
plans, even to the responsibility of 
providing expé@ses for government 
speakers. Next step in the social 
credit political campaign is declared to 
be the forcing of an election in Man- 
itoba where a handfull of social cre- 
dit members now hold the balance of 
power.

BRsisahne deposits or making loans, Canada’s 
banks are dealing largely with other people’s 
money. Parliament has placed the strictest safe- 
guards around the handling of other people’s money. 


When you deposit, or when you borrow, the 
strong right arm of the nation itself is thrown about 
you, for banking is subjected, through The Bank 
Act, to greater Government regulation, stricter 
supervision and more penetrating Parliamentary 
scrutiny than any other business in Canada. 


Banks assemble the surplus funds of millions of Cana- 
dians, mostly in small sums. Based on these deposits, 
and their own resources, they make credit available 
where needed, for agriculture, commerce, industry, 
lumbering, mining, fishing, transportation, markets, 
governments, municipalities and individuals, 


These are grave responsibili- 
ties. In discharging them the 
banks are well supervised. 


Charters of all) Canadian 
banks expire at the end of every 
ten years; they can be renewed 
for no more than ten years and 
then only after the most search- 
ing parliamentary investigation 
of the whole business of banking. 
Can you name any other form 
of enterprise in Canada in which 
every company’s charter expires 
at one time?

Parliament can, of course, 
amend The Bank Act at any 
time, but every ten years that 
Act is thrown open for what is 
known as the “Decennial Revi- 
sion’, Bank officers are called 
before the Banking and Com- 
merce Committee of the House 
of Commons. They are examined 
and cross-examined by members 
and every phase of banking is 
fully disclosed. 


It is a large committee which 
includes many of the ablest 
minds in Parliament. Every 
province and every political 
party is represented on it, 80 
that Canadians do not lack in 
any sense for the most penetrat- 
ing examination of the business 
of banking. 


Canadians as a people thus 
regulate the business of banking 
through their elected representa- 
tives. Into The Bank Act, by 
reason of the work of this Com- 
mittee over the years, have been 
built all of ‘the safeguards 
prompted by experience, 


In addition, Canada’s char- 
tered banks are supervised in 
various other ways and operate 
under almost continuous ecrut- 
iny. Shareholders appoint their 
own auditors—chartered accoun- 
tants—who closely examine each 
bank's affairs, 


Then there is an Inspector 
General of Banks, an_ officer 
under the Minister of Finance, 
whose duty it is to keep through- 
out the year a vigilant eye upon 
banking operations, He ‘has ac- 
cess to all bank records, 


Banks have to make statutary 
returns to the Minister of Fin- 
ence and So the Bank of Canede, 
periodi . cay penalties are 
provided Deglest to make 


them or if they contain falsity 
or deceit. 


Each month they must report 
to the Government the total of 
loans made to bank directors or 
to firms in which they are part- 
of loans which directors 
The return of January 
. Shows that the total 
ns does not amount 
to more than 1/98th part of the 
total bank loans. 


There is no “money mono- 
poly” in banking. Any group of 
responsible peo +) who will get 
$500,000 capital subscribed and 
half of it paid up, and who fulfil 
the requirements of The Bank 
Act, can start a bank. The re- 
quirements are devised to safe- 
guard the people against fly-by- 
night promoters, 


Up till 1934 chartered banks 
issued their own notes to the 
amount of their paid-up capital 
and might, on occasion, exceed 
that sum under definite and rigid 
legal limits. 


In establishing the Bank of 
Canada, Parliament provided 
that for ten years from and in- 
cluding 1936, there should be a 
steady year by year reduction in 
the note circulation of the char- 
tered banks. 


We can issue our own notes 
now only up to 85 per cent. of 
our paid-up capital. Each year, 
as this reduction takes place, the 
note issue of the Bank of Canada 


increases, 


Thus it must be seen that 
banks have never had an un- 
limited power to issue notes— 
they have always been definitel 
restricted by Parliament, wit 
heavy fines as penalties for any 
breach of these restrictions. 


There is no mystery about the 
work of Canada’s chartered 
banks—their doings are an open 
book to the Dominion Govern- 
ment, through the Minister of 
Finance, his officers, and the 
Bank of Canada.

4— Early telegraph operators devel- 
oped a code in Which various num- 
bers stood for different phrases. 
‘Thirty’ meant ‘end of item.’ 

5—The end of the “Thirty tyrants” 
appointed by the Spartans at the 
close of the Peloponnesian War to 
rule Athens, finally overthrown by 
the Athenians, was the occasion for 
a general rejoicing. When copywrit- 
ers finish the end of story, they sup- 
posediy rejoice similarly. 

6— Before newspapers had direct

o’c’ then to ‘3 o’ and finally ‘30’.
